something hurts them, and then go on 
strike, the union will have nothing offl- 
ciall}' to do with them outside of support- 
ing their own members who may be among 
the strikers.

MENTS WITH GASOLINE. 


Several Buildings Were Re- 


v 
duced to Ruins.

Cincinnati, May 5.—At 8 o'c!U:k last 


night the five-story building at 430 and 
432 Walnut street vras blown to the 
ground by an explosion of gasoline. Tho 
shock was so terrible that It was felt all 
over the city, and not one brlclt on an- 
uther Is left In the .front and rear'walla 
of the building, while the adjacent build- 
ings are badly damaged, and the glass 
In the windows in. the Gibson House and 
the Johnson building across the street 
were all broken. The glass was broken 
out of street cars that were passing at 
the time, and one of the cars was badly 
wrecked, but none of "the passengers 
were seriously hurt. All the horses in 
the immediate neighborhood broke from 
their fastenings and ran away, and there 
was not only Intense excitemeni, but 
also, the greatest confusion. The ex- 
plosion took place but a few doors from 
Fountain square. No'part of the city is 
crowded more at that time of the even- 
ing. : 


There were reports at first about fire- 


works being stored in the building, and 
also about dynamite and ammunition, 
so that there were several stampedes in 
the Immense" crowds on reports about 
other explosions likely to follow. Sev- 
eral people .were slightly jiurt in these 
stampedes. 
The ground story of 432 


%Valnut street was occupied by A. G. 
Drach as a saloon. He owned that part 
of the building, 
and the other was 


owned by M. Goldsmith, and the first 
floor of the building at 430 Walnut street 
was also occupied by a saloon, run by 
Lrfjuis Fay. The upper floors of the five- 
story building were occupied as flats. 


It is not known how many people were 


in the flats, • or how many were In the 
saloon, but none escaped, as the build- 
Ing immediately collapsed. There was 
no flre to consume the debris and make 
c-'ertain death of all In the building, but 
the dust and dirt continued flying so 
densely that the" work of rescuing tho 
victims proceeded with great difficulty, 
although the police and firemen rallied 
heroically to the work. 


The saloons were said to be quite full 


of people. One" of the barkeepers who 
was not."ori.duty;at_the tlmeand escaped, 
lived in one of. the upper flats, and was 
wild with grief because he knew that his 
wife and four children were In the ruins. 
One of his children was recovered, dead, 
soon after the explosion. 


There are wild reports about the ex- 


tent of the loss of life. Six bodies have 
been recovered thus far, and it is known 
that there are many more. The firemen 
are working In the rear and on both 
sides of the wreck, while police are keep- 
ing the place clear and protecting the 
work that is going on to rescue the vic- 
tims. Part oC 
- one of the side walls is 


still standing", and on the fifth floor, 
plainly in view by the eleLtric light, 
hangs a picture that was dear to some 
lamily occupying the flat, while the oc- 
cupants are no doubt In the debris. 


During the evening there was much 


excitement In the vicinity of Walnut 
street, which was the more Intense be- 
cause It could not be definitely learned 
for some time what caused the explo- 
sion.- It was finally ascertained that 
the saloons in the building had put in 
their own eloctric plants for Incandes- 
cent lights, and had Just secured a 
gasoline engine with which to run the- 
dynamo. The plant got out of fix, and 
there was a flash, W'hich communicated 
to the gasoline and caused the explo- 
sion. 


The firemen were soon assisted by 


some expert engineers, who made open- 
ings through the basement walls of 
adjacent buildings, and were recovering 
some of the victims In that manner. 
Although all possible efforts were made 
to clear up the place, It Is considered that 
It will be Impossible to ascertain the loss 
of life before this afternoon:' The loss 
In property is.quite large. 


John J. James of the Salt Lake City 


Herald was Just leaving the 
Gibson 


House at the time of the explosion, and, 
with his heavy.grip, was blown Into the 
doorway.of an adjoining store. He was 
knocked senseless. 
Nolan Davltt waa 


walking along the street at the time of 
the explosion, nnd was blown under a 
street car and killed. Cal Grim, a de- 
tective, who 
worked up the evidence 


against Scott Jackson and Walling for 
the murder of Pearl Bryan, Is among 
those known to have been in Drach's 
saloon at the time. He is now among 
the victims In the culns. 


As the night passed the scene about the 


wrecked building became more distress- 
ing then ever. Women whose husbands 
and sons had not reached home by 10 or 
11 o'clock came down to Fountain square 
and filled up the space about the govern- 
ment building, where they were weep- 
ing and crying;about their friends being 
In 'the wreckage. There were quite a 
number of men among- these weeping 
ones. Several men felt confident that 
their softs were among the victims. 


At 10:30 the. 3-year-old boy of Adolpii 


Drach was taken from the ruins so badly 
burned that he Is not likely to'llve. His 
a^ed grandfather was among those who 
had come to the scene, and soon learned 
that Mr. Drach's youngest child, had been 
taken out dead,-his 3-year-cJd boy was 
taken out seriously Injured, and that the 
body of Mrs. Drach could not be extri- 
cated from the heavy timbers. The old 
man broke down udder the news and IB 
In & very serious condition.

TRIPLE /TRAGEDY 


In which a Young Mother and 


Child 


ARE SACRIFICED BY EDGAR C, 


PLANT 


The bequel In ^ sensational 


Suicide. 


Great Barrlngton, Mass., May S.— Ona 


of the most horrible tragedies that can 
be charged to the account of Berkshire 
county was enacted yesterday, about 11 
o'clock, In the village o£ Clayton, when 
Edgar C. Plant, 20 years of age, shot and 
killed his young wire, whom he was 
forced to marry less than three weeka 
ago, stabbed his Infant child, and then, 
three hours later, put a bullet through 
Ills own heart. 


Clayton is a village In the town of 


New Marlboro, and young-P,lant was the 
son of S. J. Plant, superintendent oC the 
Clayton white brick and terra cotta 
works. 
The Plants came there from 


Toronto, about three years ago. The 
mui-dered woman, whose maiden name 
was Ada J. Sanford. came there with her 
parents about two years ago. 


His parents were opposed 
to the 


match, and immediately after their mar- 
riage they went to board with the San- 
fords, where they remained nearly two 
weeks. Then they removed to the house 
of Daniel Condon, 
where they have 


boarded since that time. 


Yesterday morning the girl's parents 


decided that the young couple and their 
baby could come back to live with them, 
and sent their domestic over to Condon's 
house to Inform them of the fact. Plant, 
his wife, baby and the hired girl there- 
upon started for Mr. Sanford's house, 
taking a short cut through the woods. 
After going a short distance the wife dis- 
covered that she had left hershawl be- 
hind, and the hired girl was sent back 
after It. It was while the latter was ab- 
sent on this errand that the crime was 
committed, and no one will ever know the 
exact circumstances that led up to It. 
'When the servant returned she found 
Mrs. Plant lying on the ground with 
three bullet holes In her back, -while on 
her side lay the baby, which had been 
stabbed four times with a. dirk. 


After committing the deed, young 


Plant, revolver In hand, went to the fac- 
tory and told his father what he had 
done, Inquiring at the same time for 
Harry Lyall, the bookkeeper, against 
whom he had some grudge. He was un- 
able to find Lyall, however, and then 
went to the bank of Konkapot river, 
where he lay down and ate some food 
that he had induced a'boy to brine him. 


Meanwhile, news of the tragedy had 


spread, and a crowd of exeited towns- 
people attempted to capture the mur- 
derer, whose whereabouts had been 
quickly learned. With his revolver, how- 
ever, he kept the crowd...back. Great 
Harrington officers had been apprised 
of./ the. murder,,and Deputy 
Sheriffs 


Norton, Cropp'er and Douglass started 
Cor the scene with all possible haste. 
Plant threatened to kill the first man 
who attempted to lay a hand on him, 
but the officers closed In upon him, and 
seeing that capture was Inevitable, he 
fired a bullet Into his left side, fell to the 
ground and rolled down the bank Into 
the river. 


Deputy Sheriff Cropper, not knowing 


the nature of his wound, called to him to 
come out of the water, to which Plant 
replied, "I can't, I'm dead," and disap- 
peared beneath the surface. When the 
deputy sheriff took him out a, moment 
later he was, In truth, dead. 


Medical Examiner Small viewed the 


remains of the murderer and his vic- 
tims, and the latter was taken "in charge 
by fhe dead woman's parents. 


Plant's mother Is an Invalid, and all 


knowledge 'of her son's terrible crime 
has thus far been carefully kept from 
her. 
She was taken to Toronto yester- 


day afternoon by her husband In order 
that the secret could be the more closely 
guarded. Plant's remains were turned 
over to his nephew.

Not lhat one is entirely free from tho 


sorrows of rivilizntiou among the free, 
solitary mountains. Poverty makes its 
cur.-icfe.lt th»re, us ill the busiest centers. 
All around are marvelous treasures lock- 
ed safely away from man's spoliation, 
for no one there roramaiids enough of tho 
wealth already produced to open tho 
mighty doors of rock. Tho scattered 
ranchers live hard, lonely lives, because 
they cannot exchange their own produc- 
tions for those that would bless and re- 
line them. Miners hang about dieir rude 
cabins gloomy and idle, since silver 
does noc pnyfor its own digging. There 
lire children who are barely clad aud 
coarsely fed, who know little of in- 
struction or amusement as city children 
kno\v ihem. Yet they wauder over the 
hills aud rocks free ns the. goats and 
hurras that are their companions, and 
fear 110 "foreman" or rattling machine. 
Every one hiis sufficient of something to 
eat and some sort of u shelter over his 
head. Tlie terrible stress of industrial- 
ism is not felt iu its intensity us here. 


Ouco in tlie midst of thu turmoil, tho 


clash and clamor of the eternal struggle j 
strikes upon tho unaccustomed ear with ^ 
stiutling force. 
Tho various trades are j 


battling step by step for every inch 
wrested from tho grasp of capital, the ; 
building trades have several lights on j 
hand, aud other important contests are 
under way. But the most desperately 
waged war is being fought between that 
ever abused class which is constantly 
sinking to tho lowest standard compati- 
ble with human existence, und tho em- 
ployers. There is nothing so pitiable, so 
despairing, so weighted with misery as 
a strike among the sewing people. It is 
so like tho desperate struggle of some 
dying creature—hunted aud worn to the 
last^remuauc of its strength. 


Tho noble women of the Hull House 


havo taken up their cause with the ear- 
nestness and zeal which characterize 
their work. 
They know and feel the 


suffering of these poor, patient workers 
as no one elso besides tho workers them- 
selves can. From puro love of humauity 
these women give freely of their time, 
labor und substance. 
Beginning with 


tho desire to improve tho minds and j 
morals of tho commonest workers, they 
havo come by rapid transpositions to | 
deal with economic conditions almost | 
entirely. They have realized that brains j 
and bodies worn to exhaustion and uev- | 
er sufiiciaiitly nourished are poor sub- I 
jccts upon which, to make mental and i 
moral experiments. 
I 


And what terrible conditions they j 


have found among the garment work- j 
ers! Think of what they have seen i 
where the stitchers herd together nnd ! 
tight death hour by hour with the I 
points of their needles! In their inves- | 
tigatious they havo found men working 
early and lato for ?y a- week, women 
for §1, and children for 80 cents! Five 
dollars per week for men 
has been ] 


deemed good wages during the past 
winter, and women who could earn $3 
were counted fortunate. 
Think of the 


cost of rent, fuel, the coarsest of food 
and tho poorest of clothing, and try to 
imagine the lives these workers lead] I 
used to think I was drawing dark pic- I 
lures 12 years age in describing the. ! 
realities of factory life as it existed 
then, but they were not half so dork as 
they appear today. 
The endurance of 


'these patient toilers is something "won- 
derful. 


Beit at last they have been moved to 


resistance here as their brother workers 
•were in die east, though not- so directly 
for .an increase of prices as against the 
threatened destruction of their union. 
The manufacturers, not satisfied with 
having t-boiv work done at starvation 
rates, would treat their employees with 
thu lordly insolence of old feudal bnrous j 
and crush out every attempt at organi- j 
zation on tlie part of the workers for ' 
their own defense. 
They must remain 


Jompletcly ut their niercy and assert no 
right* that are not graciously given to 
them. 


Tho union, which is still young, has 


been sonio little defense at least against 
utter r.iiu. It promises to"be more of a 
barrier in the future if it can be pre- 
served. It his secured better work rooms 


tcr thiu;;s. 
\VitJi u. well established 


union no class of workers need be utterly 
hopeless. With none there is scarcely a 
refuge this Hido of the pauper's grave 
that uwiiits them. As one of the ladies 
of the Hull House expressed it, ' 'The 
destruction of their union means utter 
chaos to iheru." But this thu manufac- 
turers have resolutely set out to do. 
With sonio 16.QUO workers Btayiue out 
for the biire right to unite in their own 
interests, they huve determined at imy 
cost to defeat them. Should the strike 
fail, nothing iu the world stands be- 
tween their rapacity, or the "necessities 
of commerce^," as they express it, and 
their wretched employees. The very des- 
perateiiess of the situation renders the 
strikers courageous, for now they have 
nothing but a hope. Before they struck 
they had a pittance and hard toil. To 
yield would mean 
starvation 
and 


drudgery without hope, so in want aud 
Buffering they are still waging their 
grim and silent warfare. 


Tho Hull House workers have inves- 


tigated their claims and the, position of 
the manufacturers thoroughly and are 
satisfied that today, us it has been for 
years, no class of workers is as poorly 
paid as these, the makers of clothing, 
and they openly charge the manufac- 
turers with tho responsibility of the 
deaths of men, women and children 
through want aud privation because of 
their haughty refusal to treat with the 
union or submit to a board of arbitra- 
tion. A "citizens' committee," having 
its inception at the Hull House, was or- 
ganized early in the 'strike for the pur- 
pose of providing for tho most extreme 
necessities. 


Statements and appeals have been is- 


sued, to which liberal responses have 
been made. But the newspapers ore of 
late very silent on the subject, and inter- 
est is dying out, though tho suffering 
goes on. Many do not know "but that the 
trouble is settled or that tho great need 
has passed away in some indefinable 
way. But tho poverty is more bitter than 
aver, and the imperativeness of holding 
out more decided. Those who believe in 
the principle of union in action against 
the encroachments of capital cannot af- 
ford to see tiiis union destroyed. The 
poverty and wretchedness of the slaves 
of the needle have become proverbial. 
Let there be no greater depths into 
which they shall sink in these days of 
universal enlightenment and progress.

Powers of Trades Unions, 


The Maine principle which governs 


the trade union in its relation to the em- 
ployer has received a new interpretation 
at the hands of the courts. Judge Clem- 
ent of the supreme court of Kings 
county, N. Y., in tho-cose of Bandmas- 
ter Lucien Gonterno against die Musical 
Mutual Protective union of Brooklyn 
has handed down a decision which sup- 
ports the right of a union to control tho 
action of its members. 


Mr. Contemo denied the right of the 


union to dictate the employment or tho 
dismissal of hie cynployees. So, under 
the rules of the union, he was culled to 
account. In August he was before die 
union court, Alexander Brommer, pre- 
siding, solemnly indicted, found guiltj 
and fined $100. Still continuing "de- 
fiant and contumacious, " he was again 
tried, iu December, for having, failed as 
a member of the union to obey the orders 
of ita court and suspended from, member- 
ship. 


Contemo then sued tho union for $5,- 


000 damages, alleging that he would 
lose that amount by the enforced viola- 
tion of his own 12 mbntus' contract with 
the nonunion men. His counsel obtained 
u temporary injunction forbidding the 
union from interfering with the work oi 
the union men in Coutcrno's band, or 
taking any action prejudicial to his in- 
terests.

Counsel for the union moved ou Feb. 


14, before JiidRe Clement, for the vaca- 
tion of the injunction and of the whols 
suit. The court granted the order.

BRmblo at Denser — A VT&tzmcnt of Un- 
pabUrthed HlHtory About- tbo 1'orUJlca- 
tloa of Ironclad I^Ioantaln,

The convention of the Western Feder- 


ation of Miners, ^vhich meets in Denver 
on Hay 11, vrill bring together annm- 
her of wageworkws who havo taken 
part in two of tho great labor struggles 
of the last five years. I refer to thoRO of 
Ccenr d'Alene and Bull hill. TheCccur 
d'Alene strike, coming at the same time 
as tho Homestead trouble, was overshad- 
o_wed by tho latter. It readied its height 
on the same day thac General Snowden 
m:u-clied into Homestead at the hr.ad of 
thestatemilitiaof Pennsylvania. When 
the governor of Idaho declared martial 
law, he found only 19 B state troops. 
Thirty volunteers were added to this 
number, so the secretary of war was 
called on for regulars, and in the short- 
est time 1,000 of them were hurried in- 
to the Occur d'Alcne. This brought t-lie 
strike to an end. The New York Nation, 
commenting on the affair, said that was 
the result of letting states liko 'Idaho 
come into the Union. Since The JTntion 
does not quit') understand the labor 
question, its failure to 'grasp what a la- 
bor revolt meuus ia not surprising. ' 


Among the active spirits in this strike 


was Edward Boyce. 
He put in some 


time behind the bars for the part he 
took in the fight. Hig fellow citizens 
showed their opinion of the court by 
electing him state senator. In the Idaho 
legislature he served with credit. He is 
now the general organizer of the feder- 
ation, and has gone aa far as Alaska 
organizing.

The Bull hill strike or Cripple Creek 


j trouble, as it has been called, was re- 


j markablo for the fact, the first time in 
! history, I believe, where the governor 


of a state called out the militia to pro- 
tect the miners from thijr^leputy sheriffs 


I whom the mine owners had brought t\p 
| from Denver. A visitor who recently 
went to Bull hill gives the following 
very interesting account of the last day 
of the campaign: 


"There were but two possible ways of 


ascending Bull hill from the deputies' 
camp. 
The direct but more difficult 


route was guarded by 200 miners, to 
whose assistance the others could have 
gone in IB minutes. The deputy com- 
mander chose the easier route, via Iron- 
clad mountain, as the miners had fore- 
seen. Had' the invaders numbered 11,- 
000 instead of 1,100 they would never 
have reached Altman alive. Over the 
spot where they must pass two tames 
had been laid, the larger of which con- 
tained over a ton of powder aud 2,500 
railroad spikes. From these magazines 
of death wires ran to the summit of the 
hill above, where two separate batteries, 
for double precaution, were in charge of 
tho electrician and guarded by 20 crack 
shots armed with Winchesters. . A quar- 
ter of a mile farther up, concealed in the 
| wood on Little Bull hill, lay 225 rifle- 


j men, whilo tho men with shotguns and 
side arms, only were so placed as to fall 
in on the flank should the deputies, by 
any accident, succeed in passing tho 
powder mines. It must have been a mo- 
ment of intens_e interest when the full 
deputy army of 1, 100 men moved up the 
slope of Ironclad and approached the 
deadly mines. Luckily f^r them the 
militia had arrived the night before with 
instructions from Governor Waite to 


I stop hostilities. The militia commander 


rode over the hill and met the deputy- 
army when, it was within 200 yards of 
the mines. He ordered them to retire, 
and they obeyed promptly." It had 
taken ..them three months to screw their 
courage up to the sticking point. 


The men who form these unions are 


very different from ns of the cities, who 
often go home as soon as the "militia 
dudes' ' turn the corner. Nor do they re- 
ceive tho soldiers with "addresses" of 
welcome, although none will deny that 
their welcome has all the elements of 
warmth. These men arc accustomed to 
the use of explosives, and a stick of giant 
powder is as familiar to them as a plug 
of wbauco. 


There is no a-eason why these sturdy 


men of the ' mountains should not- bo 
she first in the struggle. 
Tho people of 


•mountainous countries have been the 
pioneers of freedom., Sparta in ancient 
times and Switzerland more recently 
illustrate tho hardy mountaineer Spel- 
ling the invader from the lowlands. 
From the mountain air . comes an in- 
spiration which is lacking in tho val- 
leys, and the narrow passes, tho ro'cka 
and the steep ascent give the strategic 
position which aids the victory.

haps this helps explain why some of.the 
big strikes on the "level "were lost, 
while the Bull hill miners still enjoy 
the eight hour workday. .

"Of all tbe causes that have retarded tlit 


progress and growth of the 
National 


Union, rlie strike is the greatest. While 
the strike Is a necessary weapon of 
snlE 


defense to die working^ people, Ic is a 
douhle edged sword that "hying lined with- 
out judgment is more liable to injure the 
wieldcr than ilm opponents, anil often in- 
MietH injury on many persons who are not 
parties to a controversy. In thin way it 
tends to divert public nymputhy.from the 
aggressors in the struggle. 


Many ot the unions" that we^e orgaaized 


during tho excitement of strained feeling 
between employe and employer, have 
rushed, headlong to a strike wil'.umt seek- 
ing the advice of or complying with the 
law of the national union; but were no 
sooner out than representations were sent 
from town to town .soliciting uid without 
the knowledge of the national unioti and 
in many cases 
received generous re- 


sponses. 
Many of these strikes have 


been failures through lack of intelligent 
management. 
Tbe public finally came 


to look with 
dis truss upon any or- 


ganization as a 
prompter of needless 


sf.rife and failures have resulted in loss of 
prestige to tlie national union, which was 
not respun.sibile. 


He made tlib following recommenda- 


tions : 


First—That no local union could author- 


ize a strike until U was organized at least 
six niuutlis, unless for discrimination 
against members. 


Second—No strike to be indorsed or 


approved or aid given to any local union 
that enters upon a strike without first 
complying with the laws of the national 
union. . • :. 


• Third—X6 local union shall have the 
power to'approvej-Jmlorse or authorize a 
strike unless" a'"majority of the- employes 
of~the*""place to "be "struck" have been 
members of the. union for at least six 
monr-hs, and then only in conjunction with 
the advice and consent of the national 
union, 
\, 


fourth—"Where the majority of the em- 


ployes persist in being non-union, until 
something hurts them, and then go on 
strike, tbe union will have nothing offi- 
cially to do.with them outside of support- 
ing their own members who may lie among 
the strikers. 


Speaking of the progress of.the union he 


said: 


""W"e have added twenty-two local unions 


to our national union, the past 3't;ar, with 
a membership of 2700. 
Yet in .spite of 


this satisfactory growth one cannot help 
but wish that once more Fall River and 
New Bedford would 
unite 
with 
the 


textile workers of the rest uf the United 
States. 


"I have succeeded during the past year 


by correspondence iu adding lor.al unions 
in tbe state of Illinois and Wisconsin, 
and, better still, on the first of tbe pres- 
ent month I was able to send a charter to 
union No. Ill, cotton operatives, Colum- 
bus, Ga., whither northern manufacturers 
desiru to flee to avoid labor organization. 
Union No. Ill is the first local branch in 
the south. I expect others soon."

ward he studied law and went; co the leg- 
islature. With the exception of Daniel 
Webster, Mr. "\YhIiuoinb ."aid, Horace 
Mahu \vtLS the greatest orator of his time. 
Various uF che offices he held fitted 
him 


f<jr his appointment as secretary of 
the 


*Lntp. hoard of education. In this office he. 
labored uuccusiugly for the cause of edu- 
cation and the system iu Massachusetts 
today is due to tlie trcmeudous po\vu-r he 
exerted. Por 1'2 years and fur 15 hours a. 
day he toiled ngain^c the obstacles thatbe- 
.set himJ He Imil three ways oC getting at 
the people of the state; by conveutions,by 
schools and by a journal that he was in- 
strumental in having published. 


Fifty years ago Mr. Mann saw all the 


reforms that have now become nn estab- 
lished fact,. 
In lS-il> he went to Europe 


and studied education there. On his re- 
turn hu wrote his seveui,h annual report, 
giviug an account of his observations 
abroad; commending aome things und 
condemning others.

germs were killed, tho microscopic exami- 
nation showing that the diphtheria bacilli 
had almost'entirely disappeared. 
Tbo ar- 


rangement of tho testing apparatus is dif- 
fornntfrom tho ordinary method. Further 
eiporliuouts will ho madenb once. If they 
continue successful, tho cure of diphtheria 
by tho application qE Rooutgon ruys to tlit 
afflicted throat will become part of medical 
jiractico.—St. I^ouis Globe-Democrat.

Caused Several Sad Fatalities 


in Cincinnati, 


IT RESULTED FROM EXPERI- 


MENTS WITH GASOLINE. 


Several Buildings Were Re- 


duced to Ruins. 


Cincinnati. Hay 
5.—At S o'clock last 


night the five-story building at 430 ami 
K'i Walnut street was blown to the 
(,-round by an explosion of gasoline. The 
shoc'k was uo teri-lble that It wan Tclt all 
uvt-r ihi.- city, and not one brick on an- 
otht-r Is left in the- front and rear walls 
of the building, while the adjacent build- 
ings arc badly damaged, and the K'ass 
In the windows In the Gibson House and 
the Johnson building across the street 
were all broken. The glass was broken 
cut ot street cars that were passing at 
the time, and one of the cars was badly 
wrecked, but none of the passengers 
were seriously hurt. All the horses In 
the Immediate neighborhood broke from 
their fastenings and ran away, and there 
was nut only Intense excitement, but 
also the L,'rtati.-st confusion. The ex- 
plosion took place but a few doors from 
Fountain square. Xo part of the city Is 
crowded more at that time of the even- 
in K. 


There were reports at first about fire- 


works being stored In the building, and 
also about 'lynamitt- and ammunition, 
so that ther^ were several stampedes In 
the Immense crowds on reports about 
I'tht-r '..-jculo.'.lons likely to follow. 
Sev- 


eral people- were slightly hurt In these 
stampedes. 
The ground story of 432

Tin- saloons were said to be quite full 


of pc-rjulu. 
U:ie of the barkeepers who 


\. as not on duty at the time and escaped, 
Uveil in one of the upper flats, and-was

•^ il'e and tour children were In the ruins. 
One of his children was recovered, dead, 
ir-jun after the explosion. 


There are wild reports about tho ex- 


tent of the loss of life. Six bodies have 
bi-en recovered thus far, and It Is known 
that there are many more. The firemen 
are working in the rear and on both 
tides oi' the wreck, while police are keep- 
ing the place clear and protecting the 
work that is going on to rescue the vic- 
tims. Part of one of the side walls Is 
still standing, and on the fifth door, 
plainly In view by the electric light, 
han^s a picture that was dear to some 
lamily occupying the Hat, while the oc- 
cupants are no doubt In the debris. 


During the evening there was much 


excitement in the vicinity of Walnut 
street, which was the more Intense be- 
cause it could not be definitely learned 
for some time what caused the explo- 
sion. 
It was finally ascertained that 


the saloons in the building had put In 
their own electric plants for Incandes- 
cent lights, and 
had 
Just secured a 


gasoline engine with which to run the 
dynamo. The plant got out of fix, and 
there was a ilash, which communicated 
to the gasoline and caused the explo- 
sion. 


The firemen were soon assisted by 


some expert engineers, who made open- 
ings through the basement 
walls of 


adjacent buildings, and were recovering 
some of thu victims In that manner. 
Although all possible efforts were made 
to clear up the place. It is considered that 
it will be Impossible to ascertain the loss 
of life before this afternoon.

John J. James of the Salt Lake City 


Herald was just leaving 
the 
Gibson 


House at tin- time of the explosion, and. 
with his heavy grip, was blown Into the 
doorway of an adjoining store. He was 
knocked senseless. 
Nolan Davltt was 


walking along the street at the time of 
the explosion, and was blown under a 
street car and killed. Cal Grim, a de- 
tective, who 
worked up the evidence 


against Scott Jackson and Walling for 
the murder of Pearl Bryan, Is among 
those known to have been In Drach's 
saloon at the time. He is now among 
the victims In the ruins. 


As the night passed the scene about the 


wrecked building became more distress- 
ing then ever. Women whose husbands 
and sons had not reached home by 10 or 
11. o'clock came down to Fountain square 
and filled up the space about the govern- 
ment building, -where they were weep- 
ing and crying about their friends being 
in the wreckage. There were quite a 
number of men among these weeplnc 
ones. Several men felt confident that 
their sons were among Ihe victims. 


At 10:30 the 3-year-old boy of Adolph 


Drach was taken from the ruins so badly 
burned that he is not likely to live. His 
aged grandfather was among those who 
had come to the scene, and soon learned 
that Mr. Drach's youngest child had been 
taken out dead, his 3-year-old boy was 
taken out seriously Injured, and that th° 
body of Mrs. Drach could not be extri- 
cated from the heavy timbers. The old 
man broke down under the news and IB 
In a very serious condition.

The Sequel In a" Sensational 


Suicide. 


Great Barrlngton, Mass., May 4.—One 


of the most horrible tragedies that can 
be charged lu the aceount of Berkshire 
county v,-as enacted yesterday, about 11 
o'clock, in the village of Clayton, when 
IMgar C. Plant, 20 years of age, shot and 
killed hla young wife, whom he was 
forced to marry less than three weeks 
ago, stabbed his Infant child, and then, 
three hours later, put a bullet through 
his own heart. 


Clayton Is a village In the town of 


New Marlboro, and young Plant was the 
son of S. J. 1'lant, superintendent of the 
Clayton white 
brick 
and terra cotta 


worlcy. 
The Plants came there from 


i'Toronto, about three years ago. The 
1 murdered woman, whose maiden name. 


[ was Ada J. Kanford, came there with her 
1 parents about two years ago. 


i 
His parents were opposed to 
the 
| match, and immediately after their mar- 
! rlatjc they -went to board with the San- 


fords, where they remained nearly two 
weeks. Then they removed to the house 
of Daniel Condon, 
where they have 


boarded since that time. 


Yesterday morning the girl's parents 


decided that the young couple and their 
baby could come back to live with them, 
and sent their domestic over to Condon's 
house to Inform them of the fact. Plant, 
his wife, baby and the hired girl there- 
upon Btarted for Mr. Santord's house, 
taking a short cut through the woods. 
After going a short distance the wife dis- 
covered that she had left her shawl be- 
hind, and the hired girl was sent back 
after It. It was while the latter was ab- 
sent on this errand that the crime was 
committed, and no one will ever know the 
| exact circumstances that led up to It. 


When the servant returned she found 


! Mrs. Plant lying on the ground with 
! three bullet holes In her back, while on 


her side lay the baby, which had been 


, stabbed four times with a dirk1. 


After 
committing the deed, young 


Plant, revolver In hand, went to the fac- 
tory and told his father what he had 
done, Inquiring at the same time for 
Harry Lya.ll. the bookkeeper, against 
whom he had some grudge. He was un- 
able to find Lyall. however, and then 
went to the bank of Konkapot river, 
where he lay down and ate some food 
that he had Induced a boy to bring him. 


Meanwhile, news of the tragedy had 


spread, and a crowd of excited towns- 
people attempted to capture the mur- 
derer, whose whereabouts had been 
cvuickly learned. With his revolver, how- 
ever, he kept the crowd back. Great 
Harrington officers had been apprised 
of the murder, and 
Deputy 
Sheriffs 


Norton, Cropper and Douglass started 
for the scene with all possible haste. 
Plant threatened to kill, the first man 
who attempted to lay a hand on him, 
but the officers closed In upon him, and 
seeing that capture was Inevitable, he 
fired a bullet into his left side, fell to the 
ground and rolled down the bank into 
the river. 


Deputy Sheriff Cropper, not knowing 


the nature of his wound, called to him to 
come out of the water, to which Plant 
replied, "I can't. I'm dead," and dlsar*- 
| peared beneath the surface. When the 


deputy sheriff took him out a moment 
later he was, In truth, dead. 


Medical Examiner Small viewed rhe 


remains of the murderer and his vic- 
tim's, and the latter was taken In charge 
by the dead woman's parents. 


Plant's mother Is an Invalid, and all 


knowledge of her son's terrible crima 
has thus far been carefully kept from 
her. 
She was taken to Toronto yester- 


day afternoon by her husband In order 
that the secret could be the more closely 
guarded. Plant's remains were turned 
over to his nephew. .

Prom tho breezy mountain tops, 


Trhero the pure air and azuro skies clear 
away all vapors from mind and spirit, 
and where but faint echoes from tho 
busy -world beyond como np to us in 
our lofty fiolitade, down to the fog, 
smoke, confusion and contention of a 
great city is a wonderful step. 
Thirty 


years ago the nccomplisliment of snch a 
journey was the event of a lifetime. 
Today it is 
a. swift transformation 


scene, so rapidly do we glide along that 
old trail which was once the scene of 
much that 1\7as tragical, pathetic and 
heroic. 
Up there our sight grows far 


and intense gazing across vast stretches 
ot ragged valley to great, dim moun- 
tains in the distance. .We learn to look 
to nature for inspiration and within for 
new thoughts. The majestic calm of 
grandeur and loneliness gives a new 
tone to our natures. When we reach the 
peopled centers again, we seem sadly 
onb of tuno with the commotion and scir 
of populous life. 


Not that one is entirely free from the 


sorrows of civilization among the free, 
solitary mountains, Poverty makes its 
curse felt there, as in the busiest centers. 
All around, are marvelous treasures lock- 
ed safely away from mail's spoliation, 
for no one there commands enough of the 
wealth already produced to open the 
mighty doors of rock. The scattered 
ranchers live hard, lonely lives, because 
they cannot exchange their own produc- 
tions for those that would bless and re- 
fine them. Miners hang about iheir rude 
cabins gloomy and idle, since silver 
does not pay for its own digging. There 
are children who are barely clad and 
coarsely fed, who know little of in- 
struction or amusement as city children 
know thorn. Yet they wander over the 
hills and rocks free as the goats and 
Lrarrcs that are their companions, and 
fear no "foreman" or rattling machine. 
Every ono has sufficient of something to 
eat and some sort of a shelter over his 
head. The terrible stress of industrial- 
ism is not felt in its intensity as here. 


Once in the midst of the turmoil, the 


clash and clamor of the eternal struggle 
strikes upon the unaccustomed ear with I 
startling force. The various trades are j 
battling step by step for every inch 
wrested from, tho grasp of capital, the 
building trades have several fights 011 
hand, and other important contests are 
under way. But the most desperately 
waged war is being fought between that 
ever abused class which is constantly 
sinking to the lowest standard compati- 
ble with human existence, and the em- 
ployers. There is nothing so pitiable, so 
despairing, so weighted with misery as 
a-strike among the sewing people. Jt is 
so like tho desperate struggle of some 
dying creature—hunted and worn to the 
last remnant of its strength. 


Tho noble women of the Hull House 


have taken up their cause with the ear- 
nestness and zeal which characterize 
their work. 
They know and feel the 


suffering of these poor, patient workers 
as no one else besides the-workers them- 
selves can. Prom pure love of humanity 
these women give freely of their time, 
labor and substance. Beginning with i 
the desire to improve the minds and | 
morals of the commonest workers, they 
have como by rapid transpositions to 
deal with economic conditions almost 
entirely. They have realized that brains 
and bodies worn to exhaustion and nev- 
er sufficiently nourished are poor sub- 
jects upon which to make mental and 
moral experiments. 


And what terrible conditions they 


have found among the garment •work- 
ers 1 Think of what they have seen 
where the stitchers herd together and 
fight death hour by hour with the 
points of their needles! In their inves- 
tigations they have found men working 
early and late for $3 a week, women 
for |l, and children for 80 cents 1 Five 
dollars per week for men has been 
deemed good wages during the past 
winter, and women who could earn .§3 
wero counted fortunate. 
Think of the 


cost of rent, fuel, tha coarsest of food 
and the poorest of clothing, and try to 
imagine the lives these workers lead I I 
used to think I was drawing dark pic- 
tures 12 years age in describing the 
realities of factory life as it existed 
then, but they were not half" so dark as 
they appear today. The endurance of 
these patient toilers is something won- 
derful 


But at last they have been moved to 


resistance here as their brother workers 
were in the east, though not so 'directly 
for an increase of prices as against tho 
threatened destruction of their union. 
The manufacturers, not satisfied with 
having their work done at starvation 
rates, would treat their employees with 
the lordly insolence of old feudal barons 
and crush out every attempt at organi- 
zation on the part of the workers for 
their own defense. 
They must remain 


lompletely at their mercy and assert no 
rights that are not graciously given to 
them. 


The union, which is still, yonng, has. 


been some little defense atrleast against 
utter ruin. It promises to be more "of a 
barrier in the future if it can bo pre- 
served. It has secured better work rooms 
an:d greater security against fraud. It 
has created a feeling of fraternity, an I 
aspiration, some degree of nnderstiind- j 
"ing of the spirit of independence. . The 
mere existence of a union gives its mem- 
berthope, couxmge and, a desire far bet- 1 


ter things. 
\Vith a well established 


nnion 110 class of workers need be utterly 
hopeless. With none there is scarcely a 
refuge this side of the pauper's grave 
that awaits them. As one of the ladies 
ol tho Hull House expressed it, "Tho 
dc.structiou of then- nnion means utter 
chaos to them. " But this the manufac- 
turers have resolutely set out to do. 
With some 16,000 workers stayinc out 
for the bare right to unite in their own 
interests, they have determined at any 
cost to defeat them. Should the strike 
fail, nothing in the world stands be- 
tween their rapacity, or the "necessities 
of commerce," as they express it, and 
their wretched employees. The very des- 
pc:rateness of the situation renders the 
strikers courageous, for now they have 
nothing but a hope. Before they struck 
they had a pittance and hard toil. To 
yield would mean 
starvation and 


drudgery without hope, so in want ,ind 
Buffering they are still waging their 
grim and silent warfare. 


The Hull House workers have inves- 


tigated their claims and the position of 
the manufacturers thoroughly and are 
satisfied that today, as it has been for 
years, no class of workers is as poorly 
p:iid as these, the makers of clothing, 
and they openly charge tho mauulac^ 
tnrers with the responsibility of the 
deaths of men, women and children 
through want and privation because of 
their hanghty refusal ^to treat wich tl.", 
union or submit to a board of arbitra- 
tion. A "citizens' committee," having 
its inception at tho Hull House, WHS or- 
ganized early in the strike for the pur- 
pose of providing for the most extreme 
necessities. 


Statements and appeals hive been is- 


sued, to which liberal responses hfivo 
been made. But tho newspapers are of 
late very silent on tho subject, andimer- 
est is dying out, though the suffering 
goes on. Hairy do not know bnt that tho 
trouble is settled or that the great need 
has passed away in some indefinable 
way. 
But the poverty is more bitter than 


ever, and the imperativeness of holding 
out more decided. Those who believe in 
the principle of union in action against 
the encroachments of capital cannot af- 
ford to see this union destroyed. The 
poverty and wretchedness of the slaves 
of the needle havo become proverbial. 
Lot there be no greater depths into 
which they shall sink in these days of 
universal enlightenment and progress.

Po-wers of TradeH Union:. 


The Maine principle which governs 


the trade nnipn in its relation to the em- 
ployer has received a new interpretation 
at the hands of the courts. Judge Clem- 
ent of tho supremo court of Kings 
county, N. Y., in the case of Bandmas- 
ter Lucien Conterno against the Musical 
ilutnal Protective nnion of Brooklyn 
has handed down a decision which sup- 
ports the rignt of a union to control the 
action of its members. 


Mr. Conterno denied the right of the 


union to dictate the employment or the 
dismissal of his employees. So, under 
the rules of the union, he was called to 
account. In August he was before the 
union court, Alexander Bremmer, pre- 
siding, solemnly indicted, found guilt) 
and fined $100. Still continuing "de- 
fiant and contumacious," he was again 
tried, in December, for having failed as 
a member of the union to obey the orders 
of its court and suspended from member- 
ship. 


Conterno then sued the union for $5, - 


000 damages, alleging that ho would 
lose that amount by the enforced viola- 
tion of his own 12 months' contract with 
tho nonunion men. His counsel obtained 
a temporary injunction forbidding the. 
nnion from interfering with the work of 
thu union men in Conterno's band, or 
talcing any action prejudicial to hia in- 
terests. 


Counsel for the union moved on Feb. 


14, before Judge Clement, for the vaca- 
tion of the injunction and of the whole 
suit The court granted the order. 


X,£Te Insurance and a Home. 


' A committee appointed by tho NVvw 
York Central Labor nnion visited Pro- 
fessor Gould of the committee on sepa- 
rate dwellings of tho improved housing 
council at the United Charities building 
to confer with him as to his plans. Pro- 
fessor Gonld said that one part of the 
plana-of the council was the building of 
cheap homes for working people along 
tho lines of rapid transit. 


The main feature, he said, was- that it 


was also a plan of • insurance by which 
an endowment policy for 20 years is 
taken out. At the end of that time the 
house becomes the property of the policy 
holder, and if the policy holder is a 
married man and dies before the 30 
yeiixs the house becomes -the property of 
his wife in lien of insurance. 


The committee expressed unanimous 


approval of the plan and will recommend 
thnt workingmeu generally co-operate 
with Professor Gonld and the organiza- 
tion ho represents. •

The Horny Unnded Son» Ti-ho Will Ai- 


•cmble at Denver—A Fragment of Un- 
published History About the Fortifica- 
tion of Iraiiclad aioniitaln. 


[Special Corrcrpondeuce.] 


The convention of the Western Feder- 


ation of Miners, which meets in Denver 
on ilay 11, will bring together a num- 
ber of wageworkers who have taken 
part in two of tho great labor struggles 
of the last five years. I refer to those of 
Co:nr d'Aleno and Bull hill The Ccenr 
d'Alcue strike, coming at the same time 
as the Homestead trouble, was overshnd- 
owcd by the latter. It reached its height 
on the same day that General Snowdeu 
marched into Homestead at the head of 
tho state militia of Pennsylvania. When 
the governor of Idaho declared martial 
law, he found only 19C state troops. 
Thirty volunteers were added to this 
number, BO the secretary of war was 
called 611 for regulars, and in the short- 
est time 1,000 of them were hurried in- 
to the Co2ur d'Aleue. This brought tho 
strike to au end. The New York Nation, 
commenting on the affair, said that was 
tha result of letting states like Idaho 
come into the Union. Since The Nation 
does not quite understand the labor 
question, its failure to grasp what a la- 
bor revolt means is not surprising. 


Among the active spirits in this strike 


"was Edward Boyce. 
He pur; in some 


.time behind tho bora for the part he 
took in tho fight. His fellow citizens 
showed their opinion of the court by 
• electing him state senator. In the Idaho 
legislature he served with credit. He,is 
now the general organizer of the feder- 
ation, and has gone aa far as Alaska 
organizing. 
He is young, redheaded, 


but not enthusiastic, and it must bo 
said stronger because of the lack of the 
latter quality. Enthusiasm is not a last- 
ing factor. It is much like the fire of 
pine shavings, and dies out as quickly. 
"What we need is men who havo outlived 
the illusions of life which make en- 
thusiasm possible. Then we can get 
good work out of them, work that is 
useful and enduring. 
Such .1 man is 


Boyce. I, have great hopes of him. 


The Bull hill strike or Cripple Creek 


trouble, as it has been called, was re- 
markable for the fact, tbc first time in 
history, I believe, where tho governor 
of a state called out the militia to pro- 
tect the miners from thfjr^toputy sheriffs 
whom the mine owners had brought up 
from Denver. 
A visitor who recently 


went to Bull hill gives the following 
very interesting account of the last day 
of the campaign: 


"There were bnt two possible ways of 


ascending Bull hill from the deputies' 
camp. 
The direct; bnt more difficult 


route was guarded by 200 miners, to 
whose assistance the others could have 
gone in 15 minutes. The deputy com- 
mander chose the easier route, via Iron- 
clad mountain, as the miners had fore: 
seen. Had tho invaders numbered 11,- 
000 instead of 1,100 they would never 
have reached Airman olive. Over the 
spot where-: they must pass two mines 
had been laid, the larger of which con- 
tained over a ton of powder and 2,600 
railroad spikes. From these magazines 
of death wires ran to the summit of the 
hill above, where two separate batteries, 
for double precaution, were in charge of 
the electrician and guarded by 20 crack 
shots armed with Winchesters. A quar- 
ter of a mile farther up, concealed iu the 
wood on Little Bull hill, lay 225 rifle- 
men, 
while the men with shotguns and 


side arms only were so placed as to fall 
in on the flank should the deputies, by 
any accident, succeed in passing the 
powder mines. It must have been a mo- 
ment of intense interest wh'en the full 
deputy army of 1,100 men moved up the 
slope of Ironclad and approached tho 
deadly mines. Luckily fpr them the 
militia had arrived the night before with 
instructions from Governor Waite to 
stop hostilities. The militia commander 
rode over the hill and met the deputy 
army when it was within 200 yards of 
the mines. He ordered them to retire, 
and they obeyed promptly." It had 
taken them three months to screw their 
courage up to the sticking point. 


The men who form these unions are 


very different .from us of the cities who 
often go home as soon as the "militia 
dudes" turn the corner. Nor do they re- 
ceive the soldiers with "addresses" of 
welcome, although none will deny that 
their welcome has all the elements of 
warmth. These men are accustomed to 
the use of explosives, and a stick of giant 
powder is as familiar 'to them as a plug 
of tobacco. 


There is no reason why these sturdy 


men of the mountains should not be 
she first in the struggle. The people of 
•mountainous countries have been the 
pioneers of freedom. Sparta in ancient 
times and Switzerland more recently 
illustrate the hardy mountaineer repel- 
ling the invader from the lowlands. 
Prom the mountain air comes on in- 
spiration which is lacking in the val- 
leys, and- the1 narrow passes, the rocks 
and the steep ascent give the strategic 
position which aids the victory. Per- 
haps this helps explain why some of tho 
big. strikes on tho "Ibvel" were lost, 
while the Bull hill miners still. enjoy 
the eight hour workday. .

ROBINSON'S WOED. 


Not Exactly TriiHLtrorthy, According to 


Doers' AVay of Tbinklcc. 


Cape Town, May

Hercules Robinson. Dr. W. J. Leyds, sec- 
retary of state of the Transvaal, and 
Sir Jacobus A. De "Wett, British agent 
at Pretoria, dated April 20 to April SO, 
has been published.

It appears'that President Kruger was 
not inclined to accept the assurance or 
Sir Hercules Robinson that the gather- 
ing was not one of hostile intent, and 
that the troops were not being held at 
Mafeking, but were being started as 
promptly as possible lor Buluwayo and 
elsewhere.

sion of Boers and Englishmen to In- 
quire Into the reported gathering of 
British troops at Mafeking.

' Electrical Show Opened. 


New York, May 5.—The electrical ex- 


position In the Grand Central Palace, 
under the auspices of the National Elec- 
tric Light association, opened last night- 
Governor Morton, after making a brief 
address, touched a gold key and set the 
machinery in motion. On the roof a can- 
non pealed, and simultaneously other 
cannon In Augusta. Me.; St. Paul, New- 
Orleans and San Francisco. The sig- 
nal was received In these cities at the 
same time the governor touched the key.
